On Sunday evening laft three men were unfor- 
tunately drowned, from on board a boat belonging 
co a New-Windfor floop, Capt. Jackion coming 
from New-Windfor, about feven miles from the 
City inthe North River. This accident happen- 
ed through the impradence of crowding too haftily 
into the boat, which overturned with fix perfons, 
three of whom were faved by the expertnefs of 
Captain Jackfon, and others, from on fhore. 
The names of the unfortunates were—Matthew 
Gillefpie—of New-Windfor, fon to the Capt.— 
and Jacob Crill—and Henry Seniebough—borh of 
Montgomery townhhip, Ward-bridge.—The three 
peflons faved were, Dr. Samuel Gale of ; 
Mr. Benjamin Smith, and Mr. Charles Bull, of 
Shawangunk. 

On the 4th of O&. the brig Polly and Betfey, 
Capt. Saltus, of and for New-I’rovidence, from 
New-York, lat. 338, long. 70, was firuck bya 
fea, and uplet, and immediately fil.ed with water. 
Mr. Smith, a paffenger, the mate, and a Negro 
man, got clear he cabin, and got upon the 
bottom, where the Negro died ; alter remaining 
about eight hours on her beam ends, her main 
matt broke off, by which means the righted, and 
they again reached the deck ; after cutting the 
anchors from the bows, and throwing her cables, 
and what could be got at, overboard, they difco- 
vered that fhe floated her cabin windows clear ; 
upon which they battened down their combings 
(the hatches having been broken off and wathed 
away before the righted) with a tarpauling which 
they found upon deck, and betook themfelves to 
the pamp, and in about tea hours entirely freed 
her. 

On entering the cabin, they found the Captain 
anda Negro drowned. After being in the armof 
diflrefs for four days, having neither victuals nor 
water, and only a few apples upon which they fub- 
fiited, a veffel bound 16 Cadiz fell in with the 
wreck, and cook thém on board ; from theace they 
got on board a fhip bound to Baltimore. At the 
Capes they were put on board the hip Thomas, 
Capt. Vickery.
